"yes” vote rejects the measure. A “no” 
vote upholds it.

Recently, I picked up an American 
Auiomobilc Association pamphlet that 
said most cars could easily run on 87 
octane gosoline with no loss of perfor- 
-mancc. I’hc pamphlet indicated that 
there were no advantages to the higher 
octane. 'The ortide did mention that it 
was wise to use a higher octane if the 
lower level produced “pinging.” Other- 
wise, it was OK to use the 87 octane. 

The problem is, in Twin Foils I was , 
only able to find one gasoline station 
thot provided 87 octane as its “regu- 
lor” gasoline, and thot was the Maver- 
ick station. 1 must confess that I did not 


look at all of the stations in Twin FoU^ 
but I have visited most of them at one* 
time or another. At most Twin Falls gas 
stations,'your options are to purchase !

The bankruptcy mil not affect the local 
mine's operatinas. 

'It will l>e business as usual for us out 
here," Black Pine cnvininmcnial manag- 
er CrcUin Scott said, 'llie mine closed in 
December, but reclamation will take sev- 
eral years. 

The mining company has about 516 
million in ovailnblc cash and mast of iis 
assets won't be token in the bankrupts 
“reorgonizadon.” It owes about 5213 mil- 
lion to its creditors and vendors. 

We have been in discussions with the 
revolving credit lending group since 


November to restructure the debt.” . 
President Werne r Ncnneckcr said in a 
^ news release. '^WHeh ri'<i signiflcuht' 
•progress was being made, It licciune'debr ’ 
that to move the reorganization fon'vard " 
. it would have to be done in ri court pro- 
ceeding.” 

' The company-hopes gold imcc.s.wJll 
return to their “historically liigher lev- !

Carl Perkins, rock ’n’ roll pioneer, dies at 65 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 

Carl Perkins, the “rockabiny” 
pioneer whose song *|Bluc Suede 
Shoes” nnei lightning-quick gui* 
,tar*playing influenced Elvis 
Pre^ey, the Beatles ond a slew of 
other performers, died Ntonduy. 

He was 65. 

Perkins died at Jackson- 
IS^adison County General 
Hospital in Jackson from compli- 
- cations related to a recent series
